— The Government of India have 
received the Administration Report of the Port of 
Bombay for the year 1955-56. The noteworthy fea- 
tures of the Report are reviewed below: — 

(1) Financial Results .— The total revenue of the Port 
Trust during the year under review (excluding Special 
Receipts) was Rs, 980.99 lakhs as against Rs. 695.67 
lakhs In the previous year. The net expenditure 
(excluding Special Expenditure) was Rs. 688.76 lakhs 
as against Rs. 612.73 lakhs In 1954-55. The 
balances in the various Reserve Funds of the Port 
Trust at the end of the year were within the maxi- 
mum limits fixed by Government and were satisfac- 
tory. 

Of the outstanding debt of Rs. 19.02 crores, the 
amount due to the public is Rs. 6.54 crores and to 
the Government Rs. 9.07 crores, the balance of Rs. 3.41 
crores being internal loans held by the Trustees them- 
selves. 

(2) Traffic . — The tonnage handled at the Port 
amounted to 10,305,799 during 1953-56 setting up a 
new record in the history of the Port. The total 
tonnage of imports and exports handled at the Docks 
and Bunders during the year was— 

Imports 6,707,000 tons and Exports 3,599,000 tons 
as against the corresponding Import and Export 
figures of 5,630,000 tons and 1,954,000 tons respectively 
in the previous year.

(7) Labour welfare . — As on 31st December 1955, the 
Bombay Port Trust provided houses for 3,723 employ- 
ees i.e., 18.82% of its total staff. 

Nine Welfare Centres were conducted by the Port 
Trust at the residential settlements for workmen; at 
these centres indoor and outdoor games, open-air 
cinema shows, dramas, variety programmes etc. were 
organised. Three Scout Troops and two Girl Guide 
Companies were run for the benefit of the children 
of Port Trust mazdonrs. Reading rooms, special 
literacy and Hindi classes, nursery school for pre- 
school children, a clinic for women and children pro- 
viding ante-natal and post-natal facilities were main- 
tained, In addition to the main canteen with three 
subsidiary canteens, a mobile canteen service was 
started in the Docks with effect from 21st November 
1955, The expenditure out of the Employees’ Wel- 
fare Fund, to which an annual contribution of 
Rs, 30,000 is made from Revenue, aggregated 
Rs. 79,341 during 1955-56 as against Rs. 54.310 in 

1954- 55. 

( 8 ) Staff . — The total expenditure on stall during 

1955- 56 amounted to Rs. 399.14 lakhs as against 
Rs. 374.42 lakhs in 1954-55. The increase was mainly 
due to the payment of arrears with retrospective 
effect from 1st April 1954 in respect of the revi- 
sion of pays and allowances of the officers of the Port 
Department consequent on the recommendations made 
by the Ports Marine Services Enquiry Committee, 
engagement of additional Docks mazdoors and increase 
in the number of officers and Class III staff. 
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The Port Trust Board performed another year of 
useful work and Government view with appreciation 
the work done by the Board during the year under 
review.

(a) to determine the categories of employees 
(manual, clerical, supervisory, etc,) who should 
he brought within the scope of the proposed 
wage fixation; 

(b) to work out a wage structure based on the 
principles of fair wages as set forth in the 
report of the Committee on Fair Wages; 

Explanation.-^ In evolving a wage structure, the 
Board should, in addition to the considerations 
relating to fair wages, also take into account: — 

(i) the needs of the Industry in a developing eco- 
nomy; 


(ii) the requirements of social justice; and 

(iii) the need for adjusting wage differentials in 
such a manner as to provide incentives to 
workers for advancing their ski]); 

(c) to bear in mind the desirability of extending 
the system of payment by results; 

Explanation .— In applying the system of payment by 
results the Board shall keep in view the 
need for fixing a minimum (fall-back wage) 
and also to safeguard against over work and 
undue speed,
